Carl G. Klchm, well-known oper- 


ator of the Charles Klchm & Son 
Nursery In Arlington Heights, died 
yesterday of what was described as 
natural causes. 


Klchm, 57, was pronounced dead 


on arrival at Alcxlan Brothers Medi- 
cal Center in Elk Grove Village at 
10:30 a.m. yesterday. He reportedly 
died earlier In the morning of an 
apparent heart attack at his family 
homo near tho intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights Road and tho Northwest 
Tollway. 


Most recently, Klchm had been In- 


voivcd with tho proposed devel- 
opment of a $65 million convention 
center near the Tollway Interchange. 
However, I ho Klchm family name 
has been known In tho Northwest 
Suburbs for 120 years, 


CARL KLEHM assumed ownership 


of tho nursery at Algonquin and Ar- 
lington Heights roads In 1057 after 
tho death of his father, Charles. 
Founded In 1BSG by John Klchm, a 
German emigrant, tho nursery Is 
known as ono of the largest and most 
successful In tho area. 


Tho nursery is particularly famous 


for Its wide variety of peonies. Tho 
family also operates nurseries on 
Rand Road In Lako Zurich and in 
Rockford. 


With tho growth of tho Northwest 


suburbs, tho business has continued 
lo grow and prosper. Although ru- 
mored to bo a millionaire, Klchm 
worked actively In Iho nurturing and 
setting of his nursery stock. 


Ho donated plantings for several 


park sites In Arlington Heights and 
provided $0,000 worth of free land* 
scaping for tho Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library. 


KLEHM HAD recently negotiated 


n lease with the prospective devel- 
opers of tho Chlcago-O'Harc Inter- 
national Trade Center for tho use of 
63 of tho family's 110-ncrc home site 
near tho southeast corner of the Toll- 
way-Arlington Heights Road Inter- 
change. 


Klehm's attorney sold yesterday 


that Iho death would not affect that 
contractual arrangement or the fami- 
ly's plan to maintain its home on tho 
northern 55 acres of tho site.

No charge during first month 
Neptune's Den rec center 
scheduled to open Nov. 5 


The Wheeling Park District's new recreation center, Nep- 


tune's Den, Is nearly completed and is scheduled to open on 
Nov. 5. 


The center, located on the second floor of the indoor swim- 


ming pool at 000 S. Elmhurst Road, Is being designed for 
leisure recreation. A pool table, ping-pong table, air hockey 
game, television, stereo and lounge furniture have been pur- 
chased and will be available to all park district residents. 


The second floor area was previously used by Wheeling 


High School. The park district took over the area when it was 
no longer needed by the school because of the opening of the 
new Buffalo Grove High School. 


PARK UOAItD MEMBERS have decided to open Neptune's 


Den on a limited basis for the first month of operation. A 
tentative schedule would have the center open from 10:30 
a.m. to 1 p.m. on weekdays for high school students. The 


center also would be open from 7-10 p.m.' on Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Saturday for family use. 


Recreation director Rich Haddock has suggested that Nep- 


tune's Den charge a membership fee for the teenagers using 
the center. He said a club set-up would allow the teens to feel 
a greater responsibility for maintaining Neptune's Den. 


Park board members, however, said they preferred to see 


public reaction to the center before imposing any kind of fee 
schedule. They therefore said Neptune's Den will be open 
without cost during the first month of operation. After that 
the board will evaluate response to the center, and make any 
changes they feel necessary in either fees or scheduling. 


In order to make the public aware of the new facility, the 


park district is planning an open house at Neptune's Den on 
Nov. 11. The open house will include free swimming In the 
indoor pool. 


Wheeling Township 
not implicated in 
EGA kickback probe 


A headline across front pages of 


Monday's editions of the Herald erro- 
neously Implied that Wheeling Town- 
ship and Wheeling Township High- 
way Comr. Arthur Olsen were Impli- 
cated In an investigation of kick- 
backs to government officials in vari- 
ous Illinois communities. 


No charges or implications of im- 


propriety concerning kickbacks were 
leveled at Olsen or other Wheeling 
Township officials or employes. 


The Better Government 
Associ- 


ation investigation that prompted the 
public charges contends that town- 
ship officials In numerous Illinois 
counties have been receiving kick- 
backs for buying supplies from cer- 


tain chemical companies. 


The BGA did not implicate Olsen In 


this scheme, but said his office 
a p p a r e n t l y had paid overblown 
prices for small amounts of pene- 
trating oil. The Herald's story yester- 
day correctly reported the BGA's 
findings, but the headline on the sto- 
ry gave an opposite, and incorrect, 
impression. 


Under provisions for township gov- 


ernment in Illinois, offices such as 
those of the highway commissioner 
are separate authorities and not un- 
der the supervision of other township 
officers such as township supervisor, 
auditor or treasurer. 


The Herald regrets the erroneous 


impression. 


Building boom 


Rapid growth of the village will be a mixture of blessings, curses

Wheeling's current building boom is 


expected to result in a rapid population 
growth that will Increase the need for 
municipal services and provide added 
revenue for the local government. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt expects 


the village to gain an additional 10,000 
people In the next H4 years. Wheeling 
officials now estimate tho population at 
about 20,000 people. 


Passolt based his estimate on a popu- 


lation projection that lists the number of 
people expected to live in the major 
Wheeling developments cither under con- 
struction or In the planning stages. There 
arc now at least 11 such developments in 
Wheeling which will substantially In- 
crease the village population. 


These developments can be expected to 


add about 4,000 living units to the village. 


WHEELING'S population doubled In 


tho 10 years between 1960 and 1070. In 
i960, there were 7,169 people in the vil- 
lage. In 1970, there were 14,799. Accord- 
Ing to Passolt's estimate, tho population 
will double again by 1975. 


Passolt said this rapid growth will 


bring both problems and benefits to the 
Wheeling community. Among the ex- 
pected problems, the manager listed in- 
creased traffic and an increased burden 
on tho fire, police and public works de- 
partments. 


"There's no question that there will be 


increased activity in these areas," Pas- 
solt said. The village has been Increasing 
its staff In these departments and docs 
not expect any problem In meeting the 
Increasing demands for service. 


The manager said the biggest benefit 


to the village will come from an in- 
creased tax base, Including property and 
sales tax. "The major benefits would be 
financial for the village," he said. "I

Expect eleven new developments here 


Here are some developments either un- 


der construction or proposed for Wheel- 
ing, along with locations and the number 
of persons each is expected to generate. 
They are: 


• Tahoe Village, being developed by 


the Ben Pekln Corp. on Buffalo Grove 
Road between Dundee and Hintz roads, 
about 2,400 people. 


• Chelsea Cove, being developed by 


Hollywood Builders on McHenry Road 
near Elmhurst Road, about 1,480. 


• Lake of the Winds, being developed 


by Meslter-Nelberg Co. Inc. between 
Cornell Avenue and Waterman Lane 
south of Hintz Road, about 696 persons. 


think the labor market Is also most 
important." 


WITH THE INCREASED population, 


Wheeling can expect more industrial and 
commercial development. Passolt sold 
new businesses will be attracted to the 
village because of the ready labor mar- 
ket, and the expected growth in the com- 
mercial area. 


Although the development of new shop- 


ping centers Is possible, Passolt said it is 
more likely that existing stores will ex- 
pand. "The -ones who are here now I 
think can look forward to new growth," 
he said. "I think we also might be able 
to attract some things we haven't been 
able to In the past. 


Village officials hope with the new 


growth tho village will also be able to 
attract a hospital and an indoor theatre. 


• Shadow Bend, being developed by 


Northern Illinois Construction Co. on Mil- 
waukee Avenue across from E. Strong 
Street, about 602 persons. 


• Harmony Village, being developed 


by Harmony Builders on the east side of 
Wolf Road south of Hintz, about 886 per- 
sons. 


Foxboro Apartments, being developed 


by Di Com Corp, on the west side of Wolf 
Road south of Heritage Park, about 900 
persons. 


• Plnehlll 
Condominiums, formerly 


VIP Condominiums, being developed by 
George Manda at 810 McHenry Rd., 
about 607 persons. 


All of the projects, under construction 


or being planned for the village, are ei- 
ther 
apartment, townhouse or con- 


dominium developments. No single-fami- 
ly houses have been proposed in Wheel- 
Ing for several years. 


Passolt said new developments will 


create less demand for village services 
than single-family projects. 
For ex- 


ample, most of the streets in planned de- 
velopments are not dedicated to the vil- 
lage, and therefore the village is not re- 
sponsible for their maintenance. 


PLANNED developments also provide 


various types of recreational facilities. 
Nonetheless, the Wheeling Park District 
is expecting an increased demand for 
park land and recreational programs as 
the village grows. 


• Swan Lake, being developed by Pan 


American Realty Co. on Wheeling Road 
north of St. Alphonsus Catholic Church, 
about 1,258 persons. 


• The Forums, being developed by 


Victor Smigel on Elmhurst Road north of 
Pleasant Run Drive, about 436 persons. 


• The Whcellng-Bressler project, being 


developed by U. S. Home Corp. on 
McHenry Road between Cedar Run and 
Whippletree Village, about 2,398 persons. 


• Devoncourt 
Condominiums, third 


phase of Lakeside Villas being developed 
by Zale Construction Co. and Ferguson 
Development Corp. on Hintz Road, be- 
tween 500 and 600 persons. 


"I think one of the things will be really 
an all-out attempt to work with the de- 
velopments, and if they do hire recrea- 
tion people, to work with their needs as 
well," said Park Supt. Dave Phillips. 


Phillips said the park district is hoping 


to develop a coordinated recreation pro- 
gram in Wheeling by taking the needs of 
these developments Into consideration.- 
He said the district is currently working 
with the Mallard Lake Apartments, and 
has had some success with the program. 


"Right now, we're trying to work with 


the 20,000 people who are here," he said. 
"Naturally if there's going to be another 
10,000 or 20,000 people, we're going to 
have to meet their neons." Phillips said 
this will eventually mean expanding the 
park district staff and facilities. 


In this area, Phillips said the increased 


growth will help the park district by In- 
creasing its tax base. He noted that the * 
district's assessed valuation increased 
substantially in the past year. In 1972, 
the valuation was $97,800,000, compared 
to $68,800,000 in 1971 and $66,500,000 the 
year before. 


Phillips said that as Wheeling devel- 


ops, the park district must make sure 
that there is adequate open space to pro- 
vide for recreation needs in the future. 
He said there is already a lack of open 
space, noting that the problem increases 
with each development that is built. 


PASSOLT THINKS Wheeling has been 


aided In its growth by long-range plan- 
ning from the zoning board of appeals 
and plan commission. He said in recent 
years both boards have become more ag- 
gressive in investigating possible plan- 
ning problems. 


"I don't think we're going to have 


some of the problems we might have en- 
countered 20 years ago," he said. 
. Passolt did not think It worthwhile to 
discuss whether such growth Is good or 
bad. "You're going to grow anyway," h< 
said, "because that seems to be the pat 
tern." 
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Students here 'really concerned9 about Nixon crisis

History Is far from a dead subject In 


schools right now as students watch and 
discuss current events In the Nixon ad- 
ministration that arc putting the Ameri- 
can system of government to the test. 


Presidential power, the mechanics of 


Impeachment and the mandates of the 
U.S. Constitution arc. among topics being 
discussed In arcn schools In the wake of 
the scries of top governmental shakcups. 


Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those in junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors arc replacing history text- 


books with newspapers in discussing 
American government. 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Rcppllngcr, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School said yesterday. "Many 
times what wo teach Is too dry for stu- 


dents to be interested In, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supremo Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions Into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about' the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student Interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign Ian- 
gunge department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
Interested in what's happening than kids 
were a few years bock." 


AT HERSEY High School in Arlington 


Heights, the issues are being discussed 
"up and down tho halls," said Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions are mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and sub- 
sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckelshaus. 


Most instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
Investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high schools, 


teachers report there is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an Instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change In opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent 
at Rolling Meadows High 


School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue discussed at 
school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American 
politics 


in general is apparently spreading 
among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students are beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment are 


very vocal about it and the others are 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry It's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about it." 


No only cynicism but real fear is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI. a teacher at Eisen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "are shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it Is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history in the making. 


As one boy at Lively Junior High 


School in Elk Grove put it, "Boy, is this 
the year for social studies."

impeachment talk 


Workers at four newsprint 
mills vote to end strike

Striking employes at four of five Ca- 


nadian International Paper Co. mills last 
weekend approved general terms of a 
now contract. 


The settlement will mark the end of 


ono of (ho last major strikes In the labor- 
troubled eastern Canadian paper in- 
dustry. Somo 4,500 members of the 
U n i t e d Papcrworkcrs International 
Union Itad been on strike against the five 
CIP mills since July. 


Although approving tho general con- 


tract offer, strikers have returned to 
work at only one mill—at Trots Rlvclrcs, 
Quc, which resumed full production this 
weekend. Resumption of operations at 
the other mills was delayed by "local Is- 
MICS" to bo settled before strikers would 
return to work. 


A COMPANY spokesman expressed 


hope that production would resume later 
this week at mills In Hawkcsbury, Ont.; 
La Tuque, Quc., and Gatlncau, Quc. 


Tho fifth CIP mill, at Dalhousle, N.B., 


was still shut pending tally of a second 
vote by workers. They had rejected the 
offer In a preliminary vote but held a 
second, "final" this weekend. 


A union spokesman declined to reveal 


details of the new contract but said the 
voting was "70 to 80 per cent In favor of 
acceptance" at each of tho four mills 
where results were known. 


Other «ourcw, however, Indicated the 


final offer made by (CIP) consisted of a 
23 per cent Increase over three years. 
ThU is similar to ono tho U.S. parent 
company, International Paper Co. of 


New York, reached In June with its 
American workers. 


The union had demanded a CIP settle- 


ment that would match the two-year con- 
tracts of 85 per cent in each year 
reached earlier with other eastern Cana- 
da paper firms. 


CIP IS eastern 
Canada's second 


largest newsprint producer, manufac- 
turing about 1.2 million tons annually, of 
which 80 per cent is shipped to the U.S. 


Candlan International Paper is solo 


supplier of newsprint for Paddock Publi- 
cations. Tho 12-week strike created a 
severe paper shortage that compelled 
The Herald and many other U.S. daily 
newspapers to reduce the size of their 
editions and take emergency measures 
to conserve newsprint supplies. 


Charles E. Hayes, Herald editor and 


publisher, said It would be at least two 
weeks after CIP mills resume full pro- 
duction before normal newsprint deliv- 
eries could be expected. 


U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


yesterday discounted mounting talk of 
Impeachment proceedings against Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon, but declared that 
impeachment could result from further 
conflict between Nixon and the federal 
Judiciary. 


Crane asserted that in his estimation 


the President has committed "no im- 
pcacbable offense" by not acceding to 
the letter of a ruling by U. S. Appeals 
Court Judge John J. Sirica that he sur- 
render tape recordings relating to the 
Watergate scandal. He said it is up to 
Sirica to determine whether the material 
which Nixon docs submit to the court 
satisfied his ruling. 


Should the matter go to the Supreme 


Court, however, and should the President 
resist an adverse ruling of the high 
court, Crane said he would be required 
to vote for impeachment "as a con- 
stitutionalist." 


Crane said his reaction to the news 


that the President had fired Special 
Prosccuor Archibald Cox came as a to- 
tal surprise. 


"I thought it was a gag," he said. 


HOWEVER. U. S. Atty. James Thomp- 


son said Cox's dismissal was not unex- 
pected after the prosecutor's public state 
ments criticizing the President's actions 
In tho Watergate case. 


"When you come out and make the 


type of statements that Cox did, you can- 
not be too surprised at the outcome," 
said Thompson. 


Sentiment for impeachment mounted 


following the President's dismissal of 
Cox and the subsequent resignations of 
Atty. Gen. Elliott Richardson and his 
deputy, William Ruckelshaus. 


But, Crane said, "All that is involved 


In that is the firing of an employe, and 
that Is not Impeachablc." 


CRANE SAID he believed that current 


talk of impeachment Is "mostly politi- 
cal" and could only be justified by 
"stretching the definition of 'high crimes 
and misdemeanors,'" the only con- 
stitutional grounds specified for impeach- 
ment. 


Crane said he thought practical consid- 


erations would forestall impeachment 
proceedings in the House of Representa- 
tives. He predicted that the uproar over 
Cox would delay the confirmation of Rep.

Chief counsel Sam Dash said Monday 


he believed the entire Senate Watergate 
Committee would have to approve any 
agreement between President Nixon and 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., and 
Vice Chairman Howard H. Baker Jr., 
R-Tcnn., over Nixon's tapes. 


"Ervin and Baker do not speak for the 


committee," Dash said. "The committee 
has to vote on this.

Meanwhile Sen. Ervin said his com- 


mittee could not accept a summary of 
the contents of the tapes as proposed by 
Nixon. 


"I have never agreed under any cir- 


cumstances to receive summaries made 
by any man," said Ervin. "I would not 
receive a summary because a summary 
is another man's interpretation of the 
contents of the tapes. Any statement in- 
volving summaries was not part of the 
compromise. That's not what the Presi- 
dent said to me. He never said anything 
like that." 


Mideast faces uneasy truce

Israel and Egypt ordered their troops 


to cease firing at 11:50 a.m. CDT Mon- 
day under a U.S.-Soviet-arrangcd settle- 
ment, but hours afterward sporadic 
fighting went on both in the Golan 
Heights and the Sinai desert.

• JORDAN SAID it was accepting the 
big power cease-fire "in place" but that 
its troops in Syria would follow the Syr- 
ian lead. Syria said only that its lead- 
ership was consulting with other Arab 
nations. Iraq and Libya rejected it out- 
right. The Palestinian Liberation Organi- 
zation, which has been waging guerrilla 
warfare, issued a statement In effect re- 
jecting the truce. 


The cease-fire resolution, adopted by 


the U.N. Security Council early Monday, 
was worked out by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger with Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev in Moscow — the 
first successful joint U.S.-Russian effort 
ever to halt a war. 


Diplomatic sources in London said 


Monday that the driving force behind ac- 


ceptance by Israel and Egypt was an 
agreement In principle by the U.S. and 
Russia not to renew their arms left to the 
Middle East combatants. 


In a surprise move Monday, Kissinger 


flew from Moscow to Tel Aviv for a pri- 
vate five-hour meeting with Prime Min- 
ister Golda Melr and Israeli military 
leaders. He then left for London, presum- 
ably to confer with British Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Alec Douglas-Home. 


An oil expert at the European Common 


Market said Monday that the cease-fire 
would lead to an early end to the Arab 
cutback in oil production and embargo 
on shipments to the U.S. But officials of 
the Vienna-based Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries denied this 
and predicted continued restrictions.

agencies had threatened court proceed- 
ings and other measures, some of which, 
Scott said, they are "not permitted to 
use." 


The purpose of the hearings will be to 


determine whether rules, regulations or 
legislation is necessary to regulate the 
practices of collection agencies, accord- 
ing to Scott's office. 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


also held hearings during the past year, 
though none In Chicago, at which con- 
sumers have described harassing tech- 
niques of collection agencies. The FTC In 
1965

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5 officials of Des Plaiiies firm indicted for mail fraud

Five officials of a DCS Plalncs in- 


ventors' assistance company were In- 
dicted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part In an alleged 
scheme bilking inventors out of more 
than $1 million since 1971. 


U.S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
DM Plalncs, with IS counts of mail fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "ripoff," Thompson sold the firm 
falsely told inventors their products had 
a 50-50 chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. He said about 3,000 inventors 
throughout the country have fallen vic- 
tim to the scheme. 


THOMPSON CREDITED The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing information that led to the 
criminal charges. 


The indictment names Thomas M. 


Roth, national coordinator; Clalr C. Wag- 
ner, national codlrcctor; Jack Brumlcr, 


training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Bruralcy resides at 1300 
Pima Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth and 
Wagner gave the Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides in Rockford and McAllister 
lives In Hillside. 


McAllister also is president of Wash- 


ington Potent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rial subsidiary, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years in prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD investigative scries 


published in January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


The federal indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the last six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's 
Consumer 
Fraud 
Division 


charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of its 
staff. 


The company officials also arc accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rote of success In marketing inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
cvaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE 
IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an Invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated inventors were given 
"newsletters containing 
self-laudatory 


statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully 
marketed several products. 


However persons who developed the 
products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
C r o w n Engineering, 
Imperial Dis- 


tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unindlcted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

refused to release, but the

should not be impeached, according to 
Mr. Average American, Richard John- 
son. 


Johnson, the Rolling Meadows man se- 


lected last year by computers as repre- 
sentative of the average American, said 
yesterday Mr. Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Atty. Gen. William Ruckelshaus 
and the resignation of Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson during the weekend indicate 
the tapes must reveal Information the 
President cannot afford to have made 
public. 


MR. NIXON ordered Cox fired rotier 


than abide by a court order to relinquish 
the tone recordings of White House con- 
versations bearing on the Watergate 
matter to the special prosecutor. Rich- 
ardson resigned because of the firing and 
Ruckelshaus was dismissed when he re- 
fused to fire Cox. 


"To me it seems that there really must 


be something In those topes that he (the 
President) wonts to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 
thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to see any president impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake it doesn't come to that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two televBion 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television in Washing- 
ton, one dealing with the pressures of In-

The lengthening shadow cast by 


the actions of President Richard 
Nixon In the Watergate crisis does 
not obscure the fact that Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan Is apparently 
an adequate and acceptable can- 
didate for the job of Vice President 
of the United States. The House 
and Senate should begin as soon as 
possible the task of conducting full 
and speedy hearings on his nomin- 
ation.

since Nixon named Ford at a 
White House ceremony. During the 
week of Oct. 29, Senate Rules Com- 
mittee sessions have been sched- 
uled on the confirmation, and a 
House committee was expected to 
follow suit with hearings. 


Ford's name then was expected 


to go to both houses of Congress 
for majority approval. Now, with 
Congress enraged and threatening 
Impeachment proceedings against 
Nixon, there's a strong possibility 
Ford's confirmation will be side- 
tracked, Nonetheless, if Nixon re- 
mains as President, Ford remains 
a good choice to serve as his Vice 
President. 


The point that must not be for- 


gotten, Is that Congress is not 
merely filling a political post that 
requires routine action. Congress 
will be selecting the man who 
could become, in case of death or 
impeachment of Nixon, the 38th 
President of the United States. The 
emphasis, in approval of this man, 
must be the nature of the man, not 
that of the 
political 
situation 


around him. 


Although we argue that the pro- 


cess should be speeded up — Carl 


Albert, as the Constitutionally des- 
i g n a t e d termporary successor, 
would not be an adequate Presi- 
dent — we encourage a full review 
of Ford's record. 


Ford seems to be the man for the 


job, especially if one views him in 


terms of Nixon's criteria for the 
job. The criteria are strong lead- 
ership abilities, the ability to be 
confirmed quickly and a shared 
viewpoint with Nixon on the major 
issues. 


Ford acquired a reputation as a 


hard worker during his 25 years as 
a 
Michigan 
Congressman. He's 


never been viewed as an idea man 
or an insplration/speechmaker, but 


the rush of Congressman to sup- 
port his confirmation 
as Vice 


President indicates his popularity. 


Philosophically, his conservative 


views, especially on foreign policy 
and military preparedness, agree 
with Nixon's views. That com- 
patibility made him Nixon's ob- 
vious choice, and he will not de- 
viate from the Nixon line on major 
issues. 


Most importantly for Nixon, Ger- 


ald Ford should improve liaison be- 
tween the White House and Con- 
gress — an area where the White 
House has been noticeably weak. 
On balance he will not be as rhe- 
torically powerful as Agnew, but 
he should be a stronger vice presi- 
dent, in terms of the job's difficult 
detail work. 


In short, Ford appears to be an 


adequate caretaker vice president, 
but Congress must not abrogate its 
responsibilities 
to 
investigate 


speedily and thoroughly the candi- 
date. Anything less than such a 
study denies the fundamental^ im- 
portance of Congress" role in filling 
the second most powerful office in 
the United States of America.

The Democratic Delegate Selection 


Commission will be meeting Oct. 26-27 to 
consider new rules for choosing 1976 na- 
tional convention delegates that outlaw 
the use of quotas. 


To someone just arriving on the scene, 


this might seem strange because the 
Democrats never have required the use 
of quotas in the selection of convention 
delegates, and their 1972 rules writers 
specifically said they did not want them 
used. 


But those delegate selection rules for 


the 1972 convention did require state 
Democratic parties to take "affirmative 
steps" to encourage representation of 
minority groups, women and young 
people "in reasonable relationship to 
their presence in the population." 


Those who wrote the rules said that 


meant the state parties had to make real 
efforts to get the three groups into the 
convention in more than token numbers. 
But some Democrats took the rules to 
mean there had to be about 50 per cent

Herald Fence Post, Tnutcc William Hcln 
clildri ccrlnln Wheeling citizens who ore 
interested enough In their village affairs 
to attend board meeting1* as observers. 
He accuses them of continuing the elec- 
tion campaign and acting like sore los- 
ers. 


Tlicro Is one statement in the letter 


which seems to explain a great deal 
about the apparent attitude of most of 
the board members toward the people of 
Wheeling. The statement reads: "Now 
let those people who were elected get on 
their tasks — the tasks they were elected 
for — that of setting policy, establishing 
ordinances and governing the people 
whom they represent." 


Policeman applauded 


I would like to tell your readers about 


someone they all know — a person re- 
ferred to as the cop on the beat, the flat 
fool, the fuzz or sometimes even as the 
pig. You know, the cop that is over paid 
and sits In the station with nothing to do 
but play penny ante poker or bides be- 
hind the tree with his radar to harass the 
local citizens? Well on October 14, about 
6 p.m., ho received a routine call, there 
had been nn accident, a small boy, Rob- 
ert Williams, ago •), had been hit by a 
car. 


Well, of course, he didn't want to get 


Involved. Ho was probably going off duty 
and he doesn't get paid for overtime. He 
might even have to go Into court on his 
day off. But tills cop did take the call — 
he called for an ambulance on the way.

and caused more damage (after all the 
ambulance only takes 20 or 30 minutes to 
get there) picked up small Robert, placed 
him in the police car with his mother, 
with red lights and siren going, rushed 
him to Sherman Hospital. This cop is so 
overpaid that ho gave the mother a hand 
full of change to make all the phone calls 
she had to, and since ho didn't core 
about what happened, ho stayed with the 
boy and his mother until bo had another 
call for help to answer.

fast thinking that may have saved small 
Robert's life and if anyone else calls for 
help they can feel safe, if they arc lucky 
enough to have Officer Clcconc answer 
their call.

As the word "trustee" implies, it is a 


position of trust. By majority vote the 
citizens of Wheeling elected these men 
and placed their trust in them to take 
care of the business of their village in 
the best possible manner with all the citi- 
zens' best interests in mind. Village 
trustees represent, but do not govern, the 
people. The people govern. The people 
have every right to know and question 
their board about how they are handling 
the trust placed in them. The people 
have every right, even a duty, to help set 
policy and to voice approval or dis- 
approval In all matters, including estab- 
lishing ordinances. 


The trustees' "tasks" include listening 


to and considering what the people have 
to say, answering their questions and ex- 
plaining the "why" of their individual 
votes on any matter under consideration. 
At present, there is only one trustee who 


is asking the citizens their opinions on 
issues which will be coming up for board 
consideration. He will use these opinions 
to help him in his voting on the issues. 
This is called accountability, another 
phase of public trust. 


Another requirement which the people 


have every right to demand of their rep- 
resentatives is that of ethical behavior. 
Right now, Trustee Heln's ethics arc un- 
der question. He says he serves "in a 
managerial capacity" in the Hein family- 
owned auto parts businesses. Each year 
the village of Wheeling does thousands of 
dollars worth of business with this firm 
almost exclusively, even though there 
arc other auto parts businesses in town. 
Trustee Hcin always, almost defiantly, 
votes "Yes" on these expenditures. No 


matter how you look at it, this gives the 
appearance of a conflict of Interest. If 
this is not legally wrong, is it RIGHT? 
(Even ex-trustee Valcnza abstained, for 
the record, on matters involving the sign 
business.) 


There has to be some legal hair split- 


ting to make these things look right, 
there are many things that are legal imt 
are not ethical. Trustee Hcln should take 
a long, honest look at himself in his pres- 
ent position. If he is honest with himself 
and with the trust placed on him by the 
citizens of Wheeling, he will resign his 
trusteeship on the village board. It's a 
matter of ethics.

after the 1972 presidential election dis- 
aster, Democratic leaders took "elimina- 
tion of quotas" to be one of their first 
tasks. They appointed the Delegate Se- 
lection Commission to do the job. 


Since no one was in favor of quotas in 


the first place, the Commission's draft- 
ing committee had little problem writing 
language absolutely, completely and to- 
tally prohibiting them. The problem was 
what to do about representation of wom- 
en, minority groups and youth, who tak- 
en together represent a majority of the 
U.S. population. 


The committee's 
solution was to 


change "representation" to "participa- 
tion" and "reasonable relationship" to 
"as indicated by" their presence in the 
Democratic electorate. 


Only when dealing with shibboleths do 


such changes make a significant differ- 
ence in human attitudes. The drafting 
committee, which had squabbled for 
weeks, ended with a unanimous vote of 
approval for the new rules although 
some members still spoke darkly of try- 
ing to "fool the party" and Democratic 
National Committee Chairman Robert S. 
Strauss hailed its work as "acceptable to 
all Democrats." 


The fighting over quotas was really a 


fight for control of the Democratic Par- 
ty. In drafting the new rules, both fac- 
tions showed a willingness to com- 
promise, and from that came an unspo- 
ken decision to drop the rules as an issue 
in the struggle for dominance. 


The new rules still must be approved 


by the full Commission later this month 
and the Democratic National Committee 
next year. But the signs clearly point to 
the icturn of the word "quota" from ex- 
ile in the land of Shibboleth.

How to lose 20 pounds 
for surgery at age 77

log painful, and I have been advised to 
keep off It. No replacement Is recom- 
mended until 20 pounds are lost. This 
I've been unable to accomplish — possi- 
bly because of this Inactivity. 


Will you tell me please, In calories, 


how little I can eat safely? I'm In good 
health generally speaking, 77 years old, 
no hearing difficulty, thread a needle 
without glasses, and sleep well. I'm 5'9" 
and weigh 180 pounds. 


It is difficult enough to lose weight on 


a sensible diet when you can be active. 
Also, any diet you use should be such as 
to keep your health in good shape for 
surgery. 


Specifically, I don't think anyone 


should be on less than a 1,200-calorie 
diet, except under very careful medical 
supervision. At that level, if you are 
careful, you can get enough vitamins and 
minerals. You might be well off to take a 
dally vitamin tablet anyway if you re- 
strict your diet to that level. 


Then you will need to concern yourself 


with mostly the protein and mineral 
problems. You should include In your 
diet a quart of fortified skim milk a day 
to give you enough calcium, and it will 
also help out your protein intake. 


If you are inactive you very likely 


don't use much more than 1,800 calories 
a day. That means on 1,200 calories a 
day you will be losing only 600 calorics 


daily or just about the number of ca- 
lories in one pound of fat for each week 
of the diet. It will take five months for 
you to lose your 20 pounds. 


EXERCISE HELPS some, but an aver- 


age ISO pound person only uses an addi- 
tional 60 calories in walking a mile. So, It 
Is a slow process. Nevertheless, if you 
can figure out a way to exercise while 
you are dieting it will help, and you will 
be in better shape for surgery when the 
time comes. 


I don't know if you can swim or not, or 


if pools are available to you. Exercise in 
water is a good way to help people who 
cannot walk.•Swimming uses a lot of ca- 
lories. Even if you can't swim, some ex- 
ercises in a pool will help. If there is a 
physiotherapy or physical medicine sec- 
tion in any of your nearby hospitals they 
could help you with such a program. 


I don't know how limited you are, but 


if your doctor thinks you can sit on a 
stationary bicycle you can bicycle at 
home and help to exercise this way. 
What is left is a lot of less effective ex- 
ercises using the arms and upper body. 
If you can develop the strength to do 
these for a relatively long period of time, 
they will help to burn calories.

AH of a sudden 
overyono Is saying, "Hey, pro football Is 
getting dull." That's like suddenly realiz- 
ing that not all politicians arc honest and 
our environment Isn't as clean as It used 
to be. 


I refuse to be accused of jumping on 


tha bandwagon. Two years ago I pro- 
posed some rules changes that I felt 
would mako the game more exciting. 


I still feel Ihcfto change* would help 


anil that they are needed more limn 
ever. First, everyone Is starting to real* 
lie the problem now and It noon will hurt 
gate receipts, If It hasn't already. Sec- 
ond, with the advent of the New World 
Footliall Association (If all those other 
new league* In other snorts have gotten 
off tho ground, why not this one?) the 
National Football League will have com* 
petition. 


And even If tho new league doesn't 


hnvo nearly as good talent, which of 
course It won't, It might bo more ex- 
citing because they'll probably have tho 
common sense to use two-point con- 
versions, do something about all those 
dratted field goals, and put more Imagi- 
nation and offense Into the game. 


As far as that's concerned, college ball 


has for several years been more exciting 
than pro ball for tho above reasons, even 
though the pure talent Isn't comparable. 
However, I can't stick up for the college 
game as much as I used to because there 
arc far too many mismatches and routs. 
Just two of countless examples every 
season came this past weekend when 
Notre Dame demolished Army 62-3 and 
Ohio Stato casually tossed aside Indiana 
:i7-7. It was pathetic to read Indiana 
coach Lee Corso's quotes after the game 
.laying how proud ho was of how hard his 
team fought. Only they didn't win, Leo. 
They didn't even come within 30 points, 
Lcc. 


The NFL Is much better balanced with 


far more close games and upsets (except 
when the Bears play a decent team) than 
the college version. If college ball had 
this Ingredient, nr thn pros had more 
wide-open play, then we'd have some- 
thing. 


It's beginning to look like high school 


football U the best version, especially af- 
ter thrilling overtime tic-breakers like 
last weekend's Frcmd win over arch-riv- 
al Palatine or Maine West's victory over 
Maine South earlier. 


Getting back to tho proposed rules 


changes... 


Most of the complaints this year have 


rightly been about too many field goals 
In pro football. It Is ridiculous to see 
some guy who never even has to even 
bump anybody, let alone get his shirt dir- 
ty, solely decide the outcome of a game. 
And that's been happening more and 
more often. 


Therefore, let's allow Just two points 


Instead of three for a field goal, move 
the goal posts back 10 yards as in college 
and high school, and make a team that 
misses give up the ball on the line of 
scrimmage, not the 20. 


Other changes I would love to sec arc 


allowing two-point conversions (with the 
option to kick for one), outlaw the zone 
defense, and try something different on 
offense, such as the triple option more 
often. 


Two-point conversions have been used 


so many years In college and high school 
ball that there Is no questioning the val- 
ue of the rule and the excitement It can 
create. Sure, It puts coaches on the spot, 
forcing them to make tough decisions, 
but It means fewer tic games and every- 
one Is for that. 


It's Incredible that the pros have gone 


this long without adopting this change. 
Nothing Is more absurd than the auto- 
matic one-point kicks after every touch- 
down (unless It's all those field goals, 
when everyone stands around and watch- 
es the ball float lazily downfleld). 


If zone defenses were banned, as in pro 


basketball, we would again sec long 
bombs completed once in a while, as It 
used to be. This Is practically impossible 
now, unless you're throwing against the 
Bears' defense (I use the word loosely). 


The one good thing happening in pro 


football is that more teams have started 
to use tho triple option, thus opening up 
running games a little more. But very 
few use It because they don't want, to 
risk losing their quarterback by injury. 
And even when It Is used, it almost rules 
out tho pass, which spectators want to 
sec. 


We must consider fans' enjoyment 


nlwvc all, because as In any big-time 
sport, they arc the ones who pick up the 
tab and make It all possible. 


Thu NFL had better wake up before 


It's too late.

Carl G. Klchm, well-known oper- 


ator of the Charles Klchm & Son 
Nursery In Arlington Heights, died 
yesterday of what was described as 
natural causes. 


Klchm, 57, wo* pronounced dead 


on arrival at Alcxlan Brothers Medi- 
cal Center In Elk Grovo Village at 
10:30 a.m. yesterday. Ho reportedly 
died earlier In Iho morning of an 
apparent heart attack at his family 
homo near the Intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights llond and the Northwest 
Tollway. 


Most recently, Klchm had been In- 


volved with tho proposed devel- 
opment of a $63 million convention 
center near the Tollway interchange. 
However, tho Klchm family name 
has boon known In the Northwest 
Suburbs for 120 yean. 


CAUL KLEIIM assumed ownership 


of tho nursery at Algonquin and Ar- 
lington Heights roads In 1057 after 
Iho death of his father, Charles. 
Founded In 1836 by John Klchm, a 
German emigrant, tho nursery Is 
known as one of the largest and most 
successful in tho area. 


Tho nursery is particularly famous 


for Its wide variety of peonies. The 
family also operates nurseries on 
Hand Road In Lake Zurich and in 
Itockford. 


With tho growth of tho Northwest 


suburbs, tho business has continued 
to grow and prosper. Although ru- 
mored to bo a millionaire, Klchm 
worked actively In tho nurturing and 
selling of his nursery stock. 


Ho donated plantings for several 


park Kites In Arlington Heights and 
provided $0,000 worth of free land- 
scaping for Iho Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library.

Buffalo Grove officials plan to meet 


with School Dist. 21 to discuss construc- 
tion of a swale at Booth Tarkington 
School that will help relieve flooding in 
the University Court area of Buffalo 
Grove. 


The relief swale would" be used at 


times when retention basins in the Tahoe 
development in Wheeling were unable to 
handle stormwater runoff from the Cam- 
bridge subdivision. 


About two weeks ago several village 


officials said they doubted the retention 
areas in Tahoe would be adequate to 
handle water after a severe storm. Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson said yesterday 
Dist. 21 officials have agreed to meet 
with the village to discuss the possibility 
of constructing the swale across school 
property. No date has been set for the 
meeting, he said. 


IN THE event of a severe storm, when 


the Tahoe basins would be unable to 
handle the runoff, water that normally 
backs up into University Court would be 
diverted to the swale at the school, Lar- 
son said. The water, he said, would be 
diverted after it reached slightly higher 
than curb level. He added that this condi- 
tion probably would occur only one or 
two times a yaar. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg said 


yesterday one of the retention basins at 
Tahoe is at a higher elevation than tho 
University Court area. After a severe 
storm when the basin reaches its high 
water level, it would be virtually impos- 
sible for storm water to flow to it. This is 
because the water would have to flow 
uphill, he said. 


One solution to this problem, according 


to Seaberg, would be to pump the water 
uphill to the basins when severe condi- 
tions exist. He said, however, it would be 
expensive to install pumps that could 
work fast enough to prevent flooding. If 
the pumps weren't fast enough to keep 


up with the runoff, there would be no 
purpose Installing them, he said. 


Ben Pekin, developer of Tahoe Village, 


recently said retention facilities in the 
development will be more than adequate 
to handle runoff from the project. Tho 
project will not compound flooding prob- 
lems in the area, he said. "The problems, 
they arc having there (Cambridge) exis- 
ted long before- Tahoe was built," he 
added. 


SEABERG SAID because the problems 


existed before Tahoe was built and be- 
cause Tahoe's retention areas adequately 
handle runoff from the project, there 
might be little recourse for the village. 


Some village officials have said be- 


cause Tahoe is downstream from Univer- 
sity Court, it must accept any water 
flowing to the area by law. Larson said 
the developers cannot dam or divert any 
water that would naturally flow through 
the area. 


Seaberg, however, said because the 


area in question does not lie along a 
creek or other natural body of water, 
Tahoe might not be considered to be 
"downstream" from University Court.

Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those In junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors arc replacing history text- 


books with newspapers in discussing 
American government.

"This has boon a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Rcppllngcr, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School said yesterday. "Many 
times what wo teach is too dry for stu- 


dents to be Interested In, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT 
of 
Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A .special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of Impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested In what's happening than kids 
were o few years back." 


AT HERSEY High School in Arlington 


Heights, the Issues are being discussed 
"up and down the halls," said Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. ' 


Student reactions are mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald 
Cox and sub- 


sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckelshaus. 


Most Instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be Impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high schools, 


teachers report there is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent at Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing of Cox than on any'i 
previous political issue discussed at'f 
school.

"More people were outwardly upset'' . 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American politics 


in general is apparently 
spreading 


among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students arc beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment arc 


very vocal about it and the others arc 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired .of hear- 
ing about It." 


No only cynicism but real fear is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI, a teacher at Eisen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "are shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history In the making.

Flvo officials of a DM Plaines In. 


vcntors' assistance company were in- 
dicted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part in an alleged 
scheme bilking inventors out of more 
thnn $1 million since 1071. 


U.S. 
Ally. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc.-of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
DCS Plalncs, with 15 counts of moll fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson said the firm 
falsely told Inventors their products had 
n 50-50 chanco of being successfully mar- 
kctcd. lie said about 3,000 inventors 
throughout the country have fallen vie- 
tim to the scheme. 


THOMPSON CREDITED The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing Information thai led to the 
criminal charges. 


The Indictment names Thomas M. 


Roth, national coordinator; Cinlr C. Wag- 
ncr, national codlrcctor; Jack Orumlcr, 


training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Brumley resides at 1300 
Plma Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth and 
Wagner gave the Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides In Rockford and McAllister 
lives In Hillside. 


McAllister also Is president of Wash- 


ington Patent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rial subsidiary, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years In prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD Investigative series 


published In January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


The federal indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the last six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud Division 
charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was In a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of Its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their Inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rate of success in marketing inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
cvaluators amounted'to nothing more 
than a week-long coarse in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered Inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE 
IMPERIAL'S 
contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an Invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their Inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated Inventors were given 
"newsletters containing 
self-laudatory 


statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several 
products. 


However persons who developed the 
products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. Ttot Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had l«ver received a law 
degree nor had he 'leen admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
C r o w n Engineering, Imperial Dis- 
tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names 
anothefr 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unindicted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

"To me It seems that there really must 


be something in those tapes that he (the 
President) wants to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 
thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to see' any president Impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake It doesn't come to .that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two television 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television In Washing- 
ton, one dealing with the pressures.of In- 
flation on an average family, and the 
other n first-hand look at the presidential 
campaign from tho eyes of a typical 
American. 


After spending one week with the 


George McGovcrn presidential campaign 
last year, Johnson revealed after the 
election that he had voted for President 
Nixon, the first Republican presidential 
candidate to win Johnson's vote in 20 
years. 


BUT FOLLOWING the Watergate reve- 


lations earlier this year, Johnson de- 
clared he would not have voted in the 
election had he known of the illegal cam- 
paign activities beforehand. 


"I don't know if he's that confident 


that Congress won't start impeachment 
proceedings against him," Johnson said 
of the President. "But once someone 
starts the ball rolling, that's all It takes. 


"I just can't fathom what could be in 


those tapes that would cause him to do 
this," he said of the weekend firings. 


Gas line no hindrance 
to driver test station 


A previously undetected gas line on 


property In Barrlngton Hills will not pro- 
vent the state from purchasing the 40- 
acre site for a Northwest suburban driv- 
cr testing station. 


Norbcrt Johnson, head of physical ser- 


vices with Sec. of State Michael J. How- 
clctt, said yesterday that his earlier 
fears of the site's safety have been al- 
loyed. 


"I've had a meeting with tho National 


Gas Pipeline Corporation of America, 
There's no problem," Johnson said. The 
corporation will pay for upgrading the 
line and moving It If necessary, accord- 
Ing lo Johnson. 


LESS THAN two weeks ago, Johnson 


told Tho Herald that he had received an 
extension on the state's option to buy the 
property 
when state engineers dis- 


covered the gas line. 


Now, Johnson says all that remains be- 


fore the state's option to buy the proper- 
ty when state cngncers discovered the 
gns line.

Now, Johnson soys all that remains be- 


fore the state closes the deal to buy the 
site Is to "get a few little technicalities 
straightened out." 


Those details Include talks with Hewl- 


ett and an architect. Although Johnson 


has not formalized a building design for 
the station, he promised, "It's going to 
be acceptable to the community." 


The physical services head met with 


area village attorneys shortly after the 
state took out nn option, and he has re- 
portedly agreed to meet with municipal 
officials after the state purchases the 
site. 


The land has a reported purchase price 


of $112,000 and is located near 111. Rte. 59 
In southern Barrington Hills. 


THE SITE HAD been eliminated from 


n group of three recommended sites sub- 
mitted by a local search committee to 
Howelctt, a Democrat, earlier this year. 
The committee members were selected 
by Republican Sec. of State John W. 
Lewis. Committee members claim that 
Iho site Is too far from sewer and water 
lines to be economically feasible and has 
poor access from the Northwest Tollway.

Founded In IBM by John Klehm, n 
German emigrant, tho nursery Is 
known as ono of tho largest and most 
successful In tho area. 


Tho nursery Is particularly famous 


for Its wldo variety of peonies. The 
family also operates nurseries on 
Hand Road In Lake Zurich and in 
Rockford. 


With tho growth of tho Northwest 


suburbs, tho business has continued 
to grow and prosper. Although ru- 
mored to bo a millionaire, Klchm 
worked actively In tho nurturing and 
selling of his nursery stock. 


Ho donated plantings for several 


park sites in Arlington Heights and 
provided $0,000 worth of free land- 
scaping for tho Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library. 


KLEHM HAD recently negotiated 


a lease with the prospective devel- 
opers of the Chlcago-O'Harc Inter- 
national Trade Center for tho use of 
65 of tho family's 110-acro homo slto 
near tho southeast corner of Iho Toll- 
way-Arlington Heights Road Inter- 
change. 


Klchm's attorney said yesterday 


that tho death would not affect that 
contractual arrangement or tho fami- 
ly's plan to maintain Its homo on tho 
northern S3 acres of tho site.

5 Imperial officials 
indicted for fraud

Five officials of a Des Plaines in- 


ventors' assistance company were In- 
dicted yesterday on federal moll-fraud 
charges for their part in an alleged 
scheme bilking inventors out of more 
than $1 million since 1971. 


U.S. Ally. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
DCS Plaines, with 15 counts of mall fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


llccs a "rlpoff," Thompson sold the firm 
falsely told inventors their products had 
a SO-SO chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. Ho said about 3,000 inventors 
throughout the country have fallen vic- 
tim to the scheme. 


THOMPSON CREDITED The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing Information that led to the 
criminal charges. 


Tho Indictment names Thomas M. 


Roth, national coordinator; Clalr C. Wag- 
ner, national codlrcclor; Jack Brumler, 
training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Brumlcy resides at 1300 
Pima Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth arid 
Wagner gave tho Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides in Rockford and McAllister 
lives In Hillside. 


McAllister also is president of Wash- 


ington Patent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rhl stibsidiarv, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted tho 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years In prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD investigative series 


published in January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


Tho federal Indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the last six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud 
Division 


charged (ho company with violating tho 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was In a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facll- 
itlcs and the training and expertise of its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were.being charged reduced fees 
because their inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "SO-SO" 
rato of success in marketing Inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


tho training program for new product 
cvaluators amounted to nothing more 


than a week-long, course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 
were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an invention. 


Tho indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
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had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, add that their inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated inventors were given 
"newsletters containing self-laudatory 
statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several 
products. 


However persons who developed the 
products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the/ firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had never received a law

public charges contends that town- 
ship officials in numerous Illinois 
counties have been receiving kick- 
backs for buying supplies from cer- 


tain chemical companies. 


The BGA did not implicate Olsen in 


this scheme, but said his 
office 


a p p a r e n t l y had paid overblown 
prices for small amounts of pene- 
trating oil. The Herald's story yester- 
day correctly reported the BGA's 
findings, but the headline on the sto- 
ry gave an opposite, and incorrect, 
Impression.

"Impeachment is when you fire some- 


body — like the president — who you 
wouldn't be able to fire. You take a vote 
or something." 


That's how one Terrace School sixth 


grader defined impeachment in a current 
events discussion yesterday afternoon. 
Like other teachers in the district, 
Wayne Van Etten used the latest happen- 
ings in the Watergate case as a peg for 
discussion. 


Tossing out the regular lesson plan, 


Van Etten told his students "these things

Students here 'really concerned9 about Nixon crisis

History is far from a dead subject In 


schools right now as students watch and 
discuss current events In the Nixon ad- 
ministration that arc putting the Ameri- 
can system of government to the test. 


Presidential power, the mechanics of 


Impeachment and the mandates of the 
U.S. Constitution arc among topics being 
discussed In urea schools in the wake of 
tho scries of lop governmental shakcups. 


Teachers «ay most students, particu- 


larly those In junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors arc replacing history text- 


books with newspapers in discussing 
American government. 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Reppllngcr, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School said yesterday. "Many 
times what we teach is too dry for stu- 


dents to be interested in, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT of 
Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with tho U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions Into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers are seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of Impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested in what's happening than kids 
were a few years back." 


AT HERSEY High School in Arlington 


Heights, the Issues are being discussed 
"up and down the halls," said Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions are mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and sub- 
sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckclshaus. 


Most instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high schools, 


teachers report there Is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored Impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent 
at Rolling Meadows High 


School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue* discussed 
at 


school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American 
politics 


in general is apparently 
spreading 


among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students are beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment are 


very vocal about it and the others are 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about it." 


No only cynicism but real fear is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI, a teacher at Eisen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "arc shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it is exciting, If not awesome, to be 
watching history in the making. 


As one boy at Lively Junior High 


School in Elk Grove put it, "Boy, is this 
the year for social studies."

Over-all crime rates rose 18.7 per cent 


for the first nlno months of 1973, duo 
largely to a sharp Increase In minor of- 
fenses. Mnjor crimes decreased slightly 
compared with a similar 1972 period. 


Tho Des Plaincs Police Department 


third quarter report released last week 
showed a total of 4,020 actual crimes re- 
ported for this year, up from a 1972 nine- 
month level of 3,383. 


Actual crimes, according to current po- 


lice reporting procedures are usually less 
than total reported crimes. Crimes which 
occur outsldo city limits or turned out 
not to be crimes at all aro not listed as 
actual crimes. 


Crimes classified In the report as ma- 


jor offenses Including homicide, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault and battery, 
burglary, theft and arson were down 2 2 
per cent for this year's nine-month peri- 
od. 


A TOTAL of 1,697 such offenses was 


shown so far this year In comparison 
with 1,736 major crimes for the 1972 peri- 
od. 


A sharp drop In this category was 


noted In arsons which were down 45 4 per 
cent from 33 in 1972 to only 18 for this 
year. 


Tho number of auto thefts also de- 


creased significantly with 73 on record 
for this year as compared with a 1972 
level of 102, a 28.4 per cent decrease. 


Burglaries, except those from autos 


were down 0 3 per cent, with 441 In last 
year's nine-month total to 404 so far In 
1073. 


Dropping 6.5 per cent were aggravated 


assaults and batteries. Last year, 183 
such Incidents \vcrc reported as opposed 
to 171 in 1973 figures. 


Simple assault and battery, not classi- 


fied a major offense, jumped from 59 In 


1972 to 82 so for this year, a 38 9 per cent 
increase. 


Thefts showed the largest percentage 


Increase among major crimes, the report 
stated. The 7.1 per cent rise Is reflected 
in a jump to 821 thefts in nine months 
this year from last year's level of 7G8. 


Robberies in the past nine months 


were up 2 per cent over lost year from a 
total of 2G to 30. For the third quarter 
robberies rose 63.6 per cent from 11 to 18 
o\ cr July, August and September of 1972. 


OF THIS year's quarterly total, 11, or 


61.1 per cent have been cleared by ar- 
rest. 


Lt. Lee Alfano, head of the depart- 


ment's investigation bureau called the 
clearance rate "tremendous," and said 
detectives "have been diligent and 
serious In their pursuit of suspects." 


He also said a few suspects have been 


tied to several of the holdups during re- 
cent investigations. 


"Armed robberty is the type of crime 


where we have a lot more information to 
work with. We work with victims who 
have seen offenders and their character- 
istics and we have fingerprints." 


Other major crime categories such as 


homicides, including murder, attempted 
murder, voluntary and involuntary man- 
slaughter were up from one to three of- 
fenses for the three quarters while rapes 
were down from five to four for the same 
period. 


Minor offenses including fraud, certain 


narcotics violations, vandalism, sex of- 
fenses other than rape and drunk and 
disorderly conduct jumped a sharp 40 B 
per cent over the 1972 nine-month level 
of 1,649 to 2,323. 


Sizable increases in this category were 


represented in damage to property, sex 
offenses, drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct. 


INCIDENTS of damage to property 


rose 57.3 per cent with 735 on record this 
year to 467 coses in nine months last 
year. 


There were also 357 cases of drunk- 


enness and disorderly conduct this year, 
a 39,4 per cent rise from the 256 In three 
quarters in 1972. 


Also increasing were sex offenses other 


than rape which rose 19.6 per cent from 
61 to 73. 


Drug-related crimes, Including posses- 


sion of marijuana, dropped IB 4 per cent, 
the sharpest decrease among minor 
crime rates. 


Motor vehicle offenses dropped almost 


as sharply. The 1973 total of 130 is 17.7 
per cent less than last year's figure of 
158. 


Deceptive practices dropped a slight 


3.1 per cent, from 95 to 92 incidents. 


The report also showed that 70.5 per 


cent of all persons arrested for crimes In 
the city were under age 18. 


The number of juveniles arrested In- 


creased only slightly. The 1,128 juveniles 
16 years and under this year were 1.16 
per cent more than the 1,115 arrested in 
the same period last year. 


THE MOST notable Increase among 


juvenile offenses was in aggravated as- 
sault and battery, which jumped 28.2 per 
cent with a nine-month total tills year of 
59, up from only 46 in 1972. 


Increases of 17 per cent were also re- 


flected In youthful burglaries and van- 
dalism.

Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers are seiz- 
ing on student Interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of Impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested In what's happening than kids 
were a few years back." 


AT HERSEV High School in Arlington 


Heights, the issues are being discussed 
"up and down the halls," said Al 
Schmidt,'social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions are mixed to the lat- 


•est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and sub- 
sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckclshaus. 


Most instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This Is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be Impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area 
high schools, 


teachers report there Is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50*50 split on the impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the Impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored Impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent at Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Commenting on his Interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue discussed 
at 


school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYMCSM WITH American politics 


in general is apparently 
spreading 


among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students arc beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment are 


very vocal about it and the others arc 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about It." 


No only cynicism but real fear Is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI, a teacher at Elsen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "are shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history In the making.

Five officials of a DCS Plaines In- 


ventors' assistance company were In- 
dieted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part in an alleged 
ichcmc bilking Inventors out of more 
than SI million slnco 1971. 


U.S. Ally. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
DCS Plaines, with 15 counts of mall fraud 
each. 


Terming tho company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson sold the firm 
falsely told Inventors their products had 
a 50-50 chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. Ho said about 3,000 Inventors 
throughout tho country have fallen vic- 
tim to (ho scheme. 


THOMPSON CREDITED The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing Information that led to tho 
criminal charges. 


Tho Indictment names Thomas M. 


Roth, national coordinator; Clnlr C. Wag- 
ner, national codlrcctor; Jack Brumlcr, 


training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Brumley resides at 1300 
Plma Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth and 
Wagner gave the Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides In Rockford and McAllister 
lives In Hillside. 


McAllister also Is president of Wash- 


ington Patent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rial subsidiary, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years In prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD Investigative series 


published in January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


The federal Indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the last six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud Division 
charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The Indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their Inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rate of success In marketing inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
evaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered Inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers' 
had demonstrated an interest hi their 
products, and that their Inventors would 
bo exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated inventors were given 
"newsletters containing self-laudatory 
statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several products. 
However persons who developed the 
products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 
ment of Vincent Borsattlno as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald 
revealed 


that Borsattlno had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
Crown Engineering, Imperial Dis- 
tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unindictcd co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

A $6 savings 
Tax levy cut gains support 


A'proposal to reduce the tax levy in 


Palatine by six cents received the en- 
dorsement of the Palatine village board 
last night. 


The board directed the village attorney 


to find out if It is possible to amend the 
tax levy ordinance adopted this summer 
or if it would have to wait until the next 
tax levy ordinance if adopted next year 
before the tax levy could be reduced. 


Tho tax levy reduction is designed as 


an alternate to the tax rebate check pro- 
posal. In a written opinion, the village 
attorney said the tax rebate check pro- 
posal could result in legal complications, 
and recommended the alternate course. 


Village Atty. Brad Glass recommended 


that instead of tax rebate checks'the 
board reduce next year's budget by 
$72,000, the amount the village Intended 
to rebate to taxpayers. 


GLASS EXPLAINED this plan would 


glvo the same overall benefit to' tax- 
payers without the added administrative 


costs of handling the rebate checks and 
the possible legal hassles. 


Tho village's real estate tax rebate 


proposal, which was approved by the 
board in a committee of the whole meet- 
Ing earlier this month, called for the is- 
suance of a tax rebate check for the 6 
cents per $100 equalized assessed valu- 
ation increase in village taxes collected 
in 1973. Formal approval of the tax re- 
bate plan had been expected tonight. 


A 6-cent reduction in the tax levy 


would result in a $8 savings for a tax- 
payer with a home assessed at $10,000. 


"The rebate proposal would place the 


village Into an uncharted area and ex- 
pose it to potential court challenges," 
Glass said. 


The following legal concerns were 


raised by Glass: 


• Since the taxes have been collected 


and made a part of the village's general 
corporate funds, rebating portions of the 
taxes would leave tho village open to a 


charge of giving away public monies. , 


• Taxpayers may have taken the per- 


mitted deductions on their Federal In- 
come Tax return for real estate taxes 
paid and problems could arise if some of 
the taxes are rebated. 


• There Is no precedent in Illinois for 


this type of municipal action. 


Glass added the charge of giving away 


public monies could be bolstered by the 
problems of giving rebates to the tax- 
payers who originally paid the taxes. He 
explained many parcels within the vil- 
lage have changed hands and ."rebates 
may not be made to the parties who ac- 
tually own the property." Also some par- 
cels may be held by deccndents' estates 


> or trusts and ownership could be divided 


among many people. This would make it 


, difficult to allocate a rebate among all 


the owners, he added. 


THE TAX REBATE proposal has been

counties have been receiving kick- 
backs for buying supplies from cer- 


tain chemical companies. 


The BGA did not implicate Olsen in 


this scheme, but said his

a p p a r e n t l y had paid overblown 
prices for small amounts of pene- 
trating oil. The Herald's story yester- 
day correctly reported the BGA's 
findings, but the headline on the sto- 
ry gave an opposite, and incorrect, 
impression.

Gas line no hindrance 
to driver test station

A previously .undetected gas line on 


property in Harrington Hills will not pre- 
vent the state from purchasing the 40- 
acre site for a Northwest suburban driv- 
er testing station. 


Norbert Johnson, head of physical ser- 


vices with Sec. of State Michael J. How- 
elett, said yesterday that his earlier 
fears of the site's safety have been al- 
layed. 


"I've had a meeting with the National 


Gas Pipeline Corporation of America, 
There's no problem," Johnson said. The 
corporation will pay for upgrading the 
line and moving it if necessary, accord- 
ing to Johnson. 


LESS THAN two weeks ago, Johnson 


told The Herald that he had received an 
extension on the state's option to buy the 
property when state engineers dis- 
covered the gas line. 


Now, Johnson says all that remains be- 


fore the state's option to buy the proper- 
ty when state engneers discovered the 
gas line. 


Now, Johnson says all that remains be- 


fore the state closes the deal to buy the 
site is to "get a few little technicalities 
straightened out." 


Those details Include talks with Hewl- 


ett and an architect. Although Johnson 
has not formalized a building design for 
the station, he promised, "It's going to 
be acceptable to the community." 


The physical services head met with 


area village attorneys shortly after the 
state took out an option, and he has re- 
portedly agreed to meet with municipal 
officials after the state purchases the 
site. 


The land has a reported purchase price 


of $112,000 and is located near HI. Rte. 59 
in southern Harrington Hills. 


. THE SITE HAD been eliminated from 
a group of three recommended sites sub- 
mitted by a local search committee to 


Howelett, a Democrat, earlier this year. 
The committee members were selected 
by Republican Sec. of State John W. 
Lewis. Committee members claim that 
the site Is too far from sewer and water 
lines to be economically feasible and has 
poor access from the Northwest Tollway. 


State officials say those problems will 


be overcome. 


The facility will cost an estimated $1.5 


million when completed. It will include 
on-the-road testing lanes for the driving 
test.

Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those in junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors nro replacing history text- 


books with newspapers In discussing 
American government.' 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Rcppllngcr, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School said yesterday. "Many 
times what we teach is too dry for stu- 


dents to be Interested In, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with tho U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions Into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers are seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested in what's happening than kids 
were a few years back." 


AT HERSEY High School in Arlington 


Heights, the issues are being discussed 
"up and down the halls," said Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions arc mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald 
Cox and sub- 


sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckelshaus. 


Most Instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be Impeached for his refus- 
al to^turn over the White House tapes 
that, may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high 
schools, 


teachers * report there is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the impeachment Issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant-High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent at Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing- of Cox than on any 
previous political issue discussed at 
school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's' 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American 
politics 


in general is apparently spreading 
among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students arc beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment are 


very vocal about it and the others are 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about it." 


No only cynicism but real fear is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI. a teacher at Eisen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "arc shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it Is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history in the making. 


As one boy at Lively Junior High 


School in Elk Grove put it, "Boy, is this 
the year for social studies."

Five officials of a DCS Plaines 
in- 


ventors' assistance company were In- 
dieted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part In an alleged 
scheme bilking Inventors out of more 
than $1 million since 1971. 


U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the flvo officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
Dei Plaines, with IS counts of mall fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson said the firm 
falsely told inventors their products had 
a SO-SO chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. Ho said about 3,000 Inventors 
throughout (ho country have fallen vic- 
tim to the scheme. 


THOMPSON CREDITED The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing information that led to the 
criminal charges. 


Tho Indictment names Thomas M. 


Roth, national coordinator; Clalr C. Wag- 
ner, national codlrcctor; Jack Brumlcr, 


training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Brumley resides at 1300 
Plma Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth and 
Wagner gave the Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides In Rockford and McAllister 
lives in Hillside. 


McAllister also Is president of Wash- 


ington Patent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rial subsidiary, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years in prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD investigative series 


published in January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices-used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


The federal Indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the lost six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud 
Division 


charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The indictments charge company offi- 


r . 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rate of success in marketing inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
cvaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course In learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products

were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get Inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated inventors were given 
"newsletters containing self-laudatory 
statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several products. 
However persons who developed 
the 


products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
Crown Engineering, Imperial Dis- 
tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unindicted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

The old 'new math' on way out here

A new mathematics program is being 


piloted 
In 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


School Dlst. 15 because students scored 
below national averages on standardized 
tests given last year. 


The new program, which 'started in all 


grades of seven elementary schools this 
fall, combines modern math with prac- 
tical applications. 


The old modern math program is being 


dropped because students tested below 
national averages on practical appli- 
cations of math — word problems — 
though they tested at or slightly above 
average on most other subjects. 


WALLY FRICKER, math department 


chairman, blamed the low scores on 
modern math, which emphasizes theory 
instead of problems and computations. 


The students scored at or slightly 


above national averages on mathematics 
theory. 


"The answer is not to go back to tradi- 


tional math," Fricker said. He added 
that a return to old math, which consists 
.mostly of simple memorizing, would not 
necessarily improve math skills. 


"Modern math has put meaning into 


mathematics," Fricker said. "I think 
we've learned a great deal from modern 
math but in too many cases math was 
taught unto Itself." 


HE SAID THAT much of the modern 


math theory and terminology was helpful 
to math majors, but not especially help- 
ful to the average student whose future 
math needs could be limited to shopping 
and working out bills. 


The average student would be facing 


word problems — at 30 cents a pound, 


how much would 2% pounds of an item 
cost? And this is where the district's 
modern math is weakest, according to 
the recent testing. 


"Math has to be related with concrete, 


everyday situations," Fricker said. "This 
is a very, very important port of math." 


His answer was not to scrap the dis- 


trict's modern math program entirely, 
but to look for a new math series which 
would continue modern math with some 
practical elements. 


INSTEAD OF working with com- 


plicated mathematical equations to de- 
scribe a circle, students will face a wag- 
on wheel. Some of the confusing termi- 
nology — such as the difference between 
a number and numeral — will be 
dropped, though the idea still will come 
through in a different manner. 


After several months of study last 


Mr. Average: Nixon hiding something 


President Nixon must have "something 


to hide" In the Watergate tapes he has 
refused to release, but the 
President 


should not be Impeached, according to 
Mr. Average American, Richard John- 
son. 


Johnson, the Rolling Meadows man se- 


lected last year by computers as repre- 
sentative of the average American, said 
yesterday Mr. Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Atty. Gen. William .Ruckelshaus 
and the resignation of Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson during the weekend Indicate 
the tapes must reveal Information the 
President cannot afford to have made 
public. 


MR. NIXON ordered Cox fired rather 


than abide by a court order to relinquish 
the tnnc recordings of White House con- 
versations bearing on the Watergate 
matter to the special prosecutor. Rich- 
ardson resigned because of the firing and 
Ruckelshaus was dismissed when he re- 
fused to fire Cox. 


"To me it seems that there really must 


be something in those tapes that he (the 
President) wants to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 
thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to see any president impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake It doesn't come to that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two television 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television in Washing- 
ton, one dealing with the pressures of in- 
flation on an average family, and the 
other a first-hand look at the presidential 
campaign from the eyes of a typical 
American. 


After spending one week with the 


George McGovern presidential campaign 
last year, Johnson revealed after the 
election that he had voted for President 
Nixon, the first Republican presidential 
candidate to win Johnson's vote in 20 
. years. 


BUT FOLLOWING the Watergate reve- 


lations earlier this year, Johnson de- 
clared he would not have voted In the 
election had he known of the Illegal cam- 
paign activities beforehand. 


"I don't know if he's that confident 


that Congress won't start Impeachment 
proceedings against him," Johnson said 
of the President. "But once someone 
starts the ball rolling, that's all it takes. 


"I just can't fathom what could be in 


those tapes that would cause him to do 
this," he said of the weekend firings. 
"There must be something very valuable 
in those tapes that he doesn't want dis- 
closed."

No big traffic delays seen 
at Palatine Rd. widening 


No major traffic delays are expected 


for two to three weeks because of the 
widening project at the Palatine Road- 
Winston Drive intersection in Palatine. 


Construction of the project began ear- 


lier this month, as workmen took mea- 
surements and started preparing the 
road for the widening. 


John Cooper, general superintendent 


for Engelhardt Inc., the Mundelein con- 
struction firm handling the project, said 
traffic would be interrupted for about 
"six days altogether," In daytime hours 
only. During the surfacing, traffic will 
cither be controlled by flagmen or re- 
routed onto the south frontage road. That 
decision has not yet been made. 


Cost of the $1 million widening is being 


split between the federal and state gove- 
renment. When completed, the inter- 
section will be similar to the Palatine 
Road-Kcnnlcott Avenue intersection east 
of the current project. 


The construction will Include left-turn 


lanes from Palatine Road onto both Win- 
ston and Williams drives and an 1,800- 
foot stretch of four-lane road separated 
by a median barrier. Traffic and pedes- 


trian lights will also be installed at the 
Winston Drive crossing. 


Palatine Road currently narrows to 


two lanes between Winston and Williams 
drives. The section of the road has been 
a serious bottleneck with four-way stop 
signs halting traffic 
at the Winston 


Drive-Palatine Road intersection.

gets something started toward uncov- 
ering this matter and then he is fired. He 
(Mr. Nixon) must feel he has some Spe- 
cial powers in being the president that he 
can do this. 


"It (the Watergate affair) just keeps

ator of the Charles Klchm & Son 
Nursery In Arlington Heights, died 
yesterday of what was described as 
natural causes.

on arrival at Alcxlnn Brothers Modi- 
cul Center in Elk Grove Village at 
10:30 a.m. yesterday. Ho reportedly 
died earlier in tho morning of an 
apparent heart attack at his family 
homo near the Intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights Road and tho Northwest 
Tollway. 


Most recently, Klchm had been In- 


volved with tho proposed devel- 
opment of a $05 million convention 
center near tho Tollway Interchange. 
However, tho Klehm family name 
has been known in tho Northwest 
Suburbs for 120 years. 


CARL KLEHM assumed ownership 


of tho nursery at Algonquin and Ar- 
lington Heights roads In 1057 after 
tho death of his father, Charles. 
Pounded in 1858 by John Klchm, a 
German emigrant, tho nursery is 
known as one of tho largest and most 
successful in tho area. 


Tho nursery Li particularly famous 


for Its wide variety of peonies. Tho 
family also operates nurseries on 
Rnnd Road In Lake Zurich and In 
Rockford. 


With tho growth of tho Northwest 


suburbs, the business has continued 
lo grow and prosper. Although ru- 
mored to bo a millionaire, Klchm 
worked actively In tho nurturing and 
selling of his nursery stock. 


Ifo donated plantings for several 


park sites in Arlington Heights and 
provided $9,000 worth of free land- 
scaping for tho Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library. 


KLKIIM HAD recently negotiated 


n leaso with tho prospective devel- 
opers of tho Chlcago-O'Hnro Inter- 
national Trade Center for the use of 
63 of tho family's IlO-acro homo slto 
near tho southeast corner of tho Toll- 
way-Arlington Heights Road Inter- 
change.

The 
corporation will pay for upgrading the 
line and moving it if necessary, accord- 
ing to Johnson. 


LESS THAN two weeks ago, Johnson 


told The Herald that he had received an 
extension on tho state's option to buy the 
property when state engineers dis- 
covered tho gas line.

City to inspect balconies 
again, hoping for repairs 


Two men perch on the skeleton of a building in construction. 


Another round of balcony inspections 


will be made In Rolling Meadows in an 
attempt to get apartment owners to per- 
form necessary repairs before legal ac- 
tion is considered by the city. 


The decision to attempt again to get 


balconies repaired properly came during 
a meeting Friday between city officials 
and City Atty. Donald Rose. 


The meeting had been called to deter- 


mine options open to the city to resolve 
the balcony problem which has caused in 
the last five months the partial or total 
collapse of four balconies at two city 
apartment complexes. 


No serious injuries have resulted from 


the incidents. 


CITY MGR. James Watson said yester- 


day the city's building department in- 
spectors and a structural engineer will 
make another tour of questionable bal- 
conies in the city at a yet-to-be deter- 
mined time. After the inspection, letters 
will be sent to apartment owners describ- 
ing the necessary repairs and a specified 
time in which the repairs should be com- 
pleted. 


If the repairs are not made, legal steps 


may be taken against the owners, Rose 
indicated. 


The city could take one of two actions 


against the owners, Rose said. They in- 
clude imposing a fine against the owners 
for violations of the building codes or go- 
Ing to court to get an injunction requir- 
ing a ban on the use of the balconies 
until the repairs are made, Rose said. 


THE CITY already has used the balfco- 


ny ban option earlier this year against 
the Three Fountains complex, although a 
court order was not required. The ban 
was ordered in late April after two bal- 
conies fell from a building at the com- 
plex. 


Building and Zoning Officer Svcrrc 


Haug has said, however, that a similar 
ban on the Algonquin Park Apartments 
balconies cannot be imposed because the 


structures are the designated second fire 
exit for tenants. 


Two incidents have occurred at the Al- 


gonquin Park 
Apartments 
involving 


faulty balconies, Including one in May in 
which a two-year-old boy fell ten feet 
through his second floor balcony. 


Shortly after the incident, Kimball Hill 


Realty Company, managers of the com- 
plex, ordered repairs made on the bal- 
conies, including the replacement of rot- 
ted boards with new treated wood. The 
repairs were completed in July, but smce 
the latest city inspections last month, 
more repairs have been ordered at the 
complex. 


ANOTHER INCIDENT occurred at the 


complex two weeks ago when a balcony 
partially gave way as a woman tenant 
walked along it. The balcony was repair- 
ed the following day, but Haug said work 
at the complex has progressed very slow- 
ly. 


Friday's meeting was held after alder- 


men on the public works, building and 
zoning committee last week called for 
the city to take steps to require the bal- 
conies to be properly repaired and main- 
tained.

impeachment and the mandates of the 
U.S. Constitution aro among topics being 
discussed in area schools In the wake of 
tho scries of lop governmental shakoups. 


Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those in junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors aro replacing history text- 


books with newspapers In discussing 
American government. 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Rcpplinger, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School sold yesterday. "Many 
times what wo teach is too dry for stu- 


dents to be interested in, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT 
of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of impressed with how much 


tho kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign Inn- 
gunge department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested In what's happening than kids 
were a few years back." 


AT HERSEY High School In Arlington 


Heights, the issues aro being discussed 
"up and down the halls," said Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions arc mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox and 
sub- 


sequently dismissed Deputy Atty. Gener- 
al William Ruckclshaus. 


Most instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror, 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high 
schools, 


teachers report there is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored Impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent 
at 
Rolling Meadows High 


School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


. the feelings of his classmates there, se- 


nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
' reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue discussed at 
school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American politics 


in general is apparently spreading 
among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment 
chairman, 
Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students arc beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment arc 


very vocal about it and the others are 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about it." 


No only cynicism but real fear Is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI, a teacher at Eisen- 


hower .Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "are shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that It is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history in the making.

ventors' assistance company were In- 
dicted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part In on alleged 
scheme bilking Inventors out of more 
than SI million since 1071. 


U.S. 
Ally. James R. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2230 E. Devon Avc., 
DCS Plalncs, with 15 counts of mall fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson snld the firm 
falsely told Inventors their products had 
a SO-SO chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. Ho said about 3,000 Inventors 
throughout tho country have fallen vic- 
tim to the scheme. 


THOMPSON CUKDITEI) The Herald 


and several other news organizations 
with providing Information that led to the 
criminal charges. 


Tho Indictment names Thomas M. 


Iloth, national coordinator; Cluir C. Wag- 
ner, national codlrcctor; Jack Brumlcr, 


training manager; Donald Lewis, and 
Donald McAllister as the perpetrators of 
the swindle. Brumlcy resides at 1300 
Plmo Ln., Mount Prospect. Roth and 
Wagner gave the Devon Avenue address. 
Lewis resides in Rockford and McAllister 
lives in Hillside. 


McAllister also Is president of Wash- 


ington Patent Assistance Inc., an Impe- 
rial subsidiary, which was part of the 
total scheme, Thompson said. 


Imperial officials were not available 


for comment yesterday. If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years In prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD Investigative series 


published In January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


Tho federal Indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company In 
the lost six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's Consumer Fraud 
Division 


charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The Indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of Its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
•they were being charged reduced fees 
because their Inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on Its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying It had a "50-50" 
rate of success In marketing Inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
evaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get Inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their Ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


Investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The In- 
dictment stated Inventors were given 
"newsletters containing 
self-laudatory 


statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several products. 
However persons who developed the 
products said' Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
C r o w n 
Engineering, Imperial 
Dis- 


tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unlndlcted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

The old 'new math9 on way out here

A new mathematics program is being 


piloted 
in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


School Dist. 15 because students scored 
below national averages on standardized 
tests given lost year. 


The new program, which started In all 


grades of seven elementary schools this 
full, combines modern math with prac- 
tical applications. 


The old modern math program is being 


dropped because students tested below 
national averages on practical appli- 
cations of math — word problems — 
though they tested at or slightly above 
overage on most other subjects. 


WALLY FRICKER. math department 


chairman, blamed the low scores on 
modern math, which emphasizes theory 
'instead of problems and computations. 


The students scored at or slightly 


above national averages on mathematics 
theory. 


"The answer Is not to go back to tradi- 


tional math," Frlcker said. He added 
that a return to old math, which consists 
mostly of simple memorizing, would not 
necessarily improve math skills. 


"Modern math has put meaning Into 


mathematics," Fricker said. "I think 
we've learned a great deal from modern 
math but in too many cases math was 
taught unto itself." 


HE SAID THAT much of the modern 


math theory and terminology was helpful 
to math majors, but not especially help- 
ful to the average student whose future 
math needs could be limited to shopping 
and working out bills. 


The average student would be facing 


word problems — at 30 cents a pound, 


how much would 2Vi pounds of an Item 
cost? And this is where the district's 
modern math is weakest, according to 
the recent testing. 


"Math has to be related with concrete, 


everyday situations," Frlcker said. "This 
Is a very, very important part of math." 


His answer was not to scrap the dis- 


trict's modern math program entirely, 
but to look for a new math scries which 
would continue modern math with some 
practical elements. 


INSTEAD OF working with com- 


plicated matlvematical equations to de- 
scribe a circle, students will face a wag- 
on wheel. Some of the confusing termi- 
nology — such as the difference between 
a number and numeral — will be 
dropped, though the idea still will come 
through In a different manner. 


After several months of study last 


Mr. Average: Nixon hiding something 


President Nixon must have "something 


to hide" in the Watergate tapes he has 
refused to release, but the President 
should not be impeached, according to 
Mr. Average American, Richard John- 
son. 


Johnson, the Rolling Meadows mnn se- 


lected last year by computers as repre- 
sentative of the average American, said 
yesterday Mr. Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Atty. Gen. William Ruckclshaus 
find the resignation of Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson during the weekend Indicate 
the tapes must reveal Information the 
President cannot afford to have made 
public. 


MR. NIXON ordered Cox fired rather 


than abide by a court order to relinquish 
the tone recordings of White House con- 
versations bearing on the Watergate 
matter to the special prosecutor. Rich- 
ardson resigned because of the firing and 
Ruckclshaus was dismissed when he re- 
fused to fire Cox. 


"To me It seems that there really must 


be something in those tapes'that he (the 
President) wants to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 
thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he Is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to sec any president Impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake it doesn't come to that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two television 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television In Washing- 
ton, one dealing with the pressures of in- 
flation on an average family, and the 
other a first-hand look at the presidential 
campaign from the eyes of a typical 
American. 


After spending one week with the 


George McGovcrn presidential campaign 
last year, Johnson revealed after the 
election that he had voted for President 
Nixon, the first Republican presidential 
candidate to win Johnson's vote in 20 
years. 


BUT FOLLOWING the Watergate reve- 


lations earlier this year, Johnson de- 
clared he would not have voted in the 
election had ho known of the illegal cam- 
paign activities beforehand. 


"I don't know If he's that confident 


that Congress won't start impeachment 
proceedings against him," Johnson said 
of the President. "But once someone 
starts the ball rolling, that's all It takes. 


"I just can't fathom what could be In 


those tapes that would cause him to do 
this," he said of the weekend firings. 
"There must be something very valuable 
in those tapes that he doesn't want dis- 
closed."

Founded In 1836 by John Klchm, a 
German emigrant, tho nursery Is 
known as one of tho largest and most 
successful In tho area. 


Tho nursery Is particularly famous 


for Its wide variety of peonies. The 
family also operates nurseries on 
Rand Road In Lake Zurich and In 
Rockford.

Special police vehicles 
ready for emergencies

Should o disaster strike, Schaumburg 


police will be ready for it, 


Chief Martin Conroy with the help of 


local businessmen has put together an 
evidence technician unit van which could 
be used as a command post or commu- 
nications center at the scene of disasters 
or serious crimes. 


Tho Schaumburg Rotary Club put up 


$4,300 of tho $5,100 needed for the step 
van. Money from the police benevolent 
fund made up for the difference and 
added some $6,500 worth of equipment 
for the van. Many local businessmen do- 
nated equipment or provided It at cost to 
the police department. 


"I don't think there's another piece of 


equipment like It in the area," Conroy 
said. 


HE ADDED that the Cook County 


Sheriff's Police have smaller vans, but 
that ho wanted to make Schaumburg 
"self-contained" because of the projected 
population growth. 


"With the growth pattern of the Village 


of Schaumburg," Conroy said, "you nat- 
urally have the crime that comes with It. 
These things seem Inevitable. 


"This van will not only service our 


community, but tho neighboring ones as 
well," ho added. 


Conroy said tho van would mako the 


police department more efficient. 


HE ADMITTED that the van would not 


be used on a day-to-day basis such as 
patrol. But It will bo utilized at serious 
accidents, plane crashes, bomb threats, 
factory explosions, armed robberies 
murders and tornado destruction. 


"It's something that's available when 


there is on emergency," he sold. 


Conroy said investigators at the scene of 
a crime or disaster would now have cqui- 
mcnt at one place. Previously the police 
officers would have to go on time-con- 
suming trips to bring in the right equip- 
ment. 


The van could also be used as a place 


to coordinate activities. It will have com- 
munication lines linking it with the local

EQUIPMENT IN the van Includes 


various lengths of rope, narcotics test 
kits, fingerprint sets, photography and 
videotape equipment, a vacuum sweeper 
for evidence, first aid supplies, a number 
restoration kit and other supplies. 


Power tools are stored near the work 


bench which Is at the rear of the van. 
Conroy said he was checking into the 
costs of bomb disposal equipment such 
as a bomb blanket or a bomb basket. 


Conroy estimated the total van would 


be worth about $17,000 when fully stock- 
ed. 


He added that he -has heard ex- 


clamations of surprise from other police- 
men and about the van. 


The expected life span of the unit is 


about 10 years, he said. It might last 
longer because the van's engine would 
not be used as much as one In a patrol 
vehicle, he added. 


"It's through the generosity of the 


Rotary Club and the people who sup- 
ported the police benevolent fund that we 
have a great project for service to the 
community," the police chief said.

Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those In junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors arc replacing history text- 


books with newspapers in discussing 
American government. 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Reppllnger, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School sold yesterday. "Many 
times what wo teach is too dry for stu- 


dents to be Interested in, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT 
of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of Impressed with how much 


tho kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested In what's happening than kids 
were a few years back." 


AT IIERSEY High School In,Arlington 


Heights, the issues are being-discussed 
"up and down the halls,", laid Al 
S c h m i d t , social studies department 
chairman. 


Student reactions are mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and sub- 
sequently dismissed Deputy Ally. Gener- 
al William Ruckelshaus. 


Most Instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be Impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area high schools, 


teachers report there is very little sup- 
port for the President. Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a £0-50 split on the Impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored Impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent at Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Commenting on his .interpretation of. 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
' reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue" discussed at 
school. 


"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before."

Five officials of a DM Plaines In* 


vcnlors' assistance company were In* 
dieted yesterday on federal mall-fraud 
charges for their part In an alleged 
scheme bilking Inventors out of more 
than $1 million since 1971. 


U.S. Atty. James ft. Thompson an- 


nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
fntcrnntlonal Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Avc., 
DM Plulncs, with 15 counts of mall fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson sold the firm 
falsely told Inventors their products had 
a SO-SO chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. He said about 3,000 Inventors 
throughout the country have fallen vic- 
tim to the scheme.

The Indictment names Thomas M.

If convicted the 
men face a maximum sentence of 75 
years In prison and a $15,000 fine each. 


IN A HERALD investigative series 


published in January, a number of ques- 
tionable business practices used by Im- 
perial were disclosed. 


The federal indictment marks the sec- 


ond major action against the company in 
the last six weeks. The Illinois Attorney 
General's 
Consumer Fraud Division 


charged the company with violating the 
state consumer fraud act and deceptive 
trade practice. 


The indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop and market in- 
ventions successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise of its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their inventions-had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
on Its evaluation fees. 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rate of success in marketing inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
evaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get Inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,600 for additional services. 


Thompson said the company also 


steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an Invention. 


The indictment also notes Imperial 


falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their inventors would 
be exhibited at a trade show. The In- 
dictment stated inventors were given 
"newsletters 
containing 
oelf-laudatory 


statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully marketed several 
products. 


However persons who developed 
the 


products said Imperial had not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 
ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed 
that Borsattino had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice low. 


Besides Imperial and the patent assis- 


tance firm, the indictment charges the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
C r o w n 
Engineering, Imperial Dis- 


tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names 
another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unindicted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

President Nixon must have "something 


to hide" In the Watergate tapes he has 
refused to release, but the President 
should not be impeached, according to 
Mr. Average American, Richard John- 
son. 


Johnson, the Rolling Meadows man se- 


lected last year by computers as repre- 
sentative of the average American, said 
yesterday Mr. Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Atty. Gon. William Ruckclshaus 
and the resignation of Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson during the weekend indicate 
the tapes must reveal Information the 
President cannot afford to have made 
public. 


MR. NIXON ordered Cox fired rather 


than abide by a court order to relinquish 
the lane recordings of White House con- 
versations bearing on the Watergate 


matter to the special prosecutor. Rich- 
ardson resigned because of the firing and 
Ruckclshaus was dismissed when he re- 
fused to fire Cox. 


"To me it seems that there really must 


be something in those tapes that he (the 
President) wants to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 
thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to see any president impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake it doesn't come to that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two television 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television In Washing- 


ton, one dealing with the pressures of in- 
flation on an average family, and the 
other a first-hand look at the presidential 
campaign from the eyes of a typical 
American.

Most recently, Klchm had been In- 


volved with Iho proposed devel- 
opment of a $05 million convention 
center near the Tollway Interchange. 
However, Iho Klehm family name 
has been .known in the Northwest 
Suburbs for 120 yean. 


CAUL KLEHM assumed ownership 


of tho nursery at Algonquin and Ar- 
lington Heights roads In 1057 after 
the death of his father, Charles. 
Founded In 1836 by John Klchm, a 
German emigrant, tho-nursery is 
known as one of Iho largest and most 
successful In the area. 


Tho nursery Is particularly famous 


for Its wide variety of peonies. Tho 
family also operates nurseries on 
Rand Road In'Lake Zurich and In 
Hockford. 


With the growth of the Northwest 


suburbs, tho business has continued 
to grow and prosper. Although ru- 
mored to be a millionaire, Klehm 
worked actively In the nurturing and 
selling of his nursery stock. 


Ho donated plantings for several

Thus the earliest the new men 
could be available' would be early 
January. 


Tho police department had made re- 


servations In the cadet training school 
that starts Oct. 27, but these have had to 
be cancelled, according to Police Sgt. Jo- 
seph Bopp. Bopp sold seven or eight new 
reservations have been made for the 
Nov. 15 class. 


Bopp was unsure when the remainder 


of tho new policemen would be-able to 
start .training. He said, further reserva- 
tions have not been made because of un- 
certainty over tho size of the final eligi- 
bility list. 


GRITTANI TOO was unsure over what

Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those in junior high and high 
school, appear to be fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors are replacing history text- 


books with newspapers In discussing 
American government. 


"This has boon a great asset to social 


studies teachers," Norm Rcppllngcr, di- 
vision head for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School said yesterday. "Many 
times what we teach \t too dry for stu- 


dents to be interested In, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supreme Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions Into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the Is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of impressed with how much

Stronger effort in paper 
recycling urged at hearing

Several residents and representatives 


of recycling agencies last night appeared 
at a public hearing by the Environmental 
Control Commission to offer suggestions 
that would bolster the recycling effort in 
Arlington Heights. 


.More than 30 persons, mostly from civ- 


-ic-'-organizatlons, attended the hearing 
conducted by commission member Mari- 
lyn Macko, and the general meeting that 
followed afterwards. 


Thela Idyl Nipper, a member of the 


environmental committee of Wheeling 
Township, suggested the village conduct 
a paper pick-up once a week. The pick- 
up would either be performed by village 
trucks or by contracting an outside com- 
pany, she said. "Recycling paper has be- 
come successful in Madison (Wis.)," said 
Miss Nipper. "The pick-up has paid it's 
own way in other towns and it could 
here, too." 


THE DEMANDS FOR recycling paper 


are growing strong, according to George 
Baer of'the Baer Paper Recycling Co., 
Maywood. The company currently han- 
dles the village's recycling paper. Re- 
cycled paper may be a permanent new 
market because federal restrictions for- 
bidding the cutting down of trees for pa- 
per products, he said. He added that this 
only applies to federally owned forests. 


Baer said his company will take mixed 


paper including the color comic sections 
of newspapers, magazines, catalogs,, 
magazines and junk mall, as well as 
newspaper. This was explained at the 
meeting to clarify the recent confusion 
residents had on whether the company 
accepted mixed paper. 


"But the prices will change month tq 


month on how much we pay," said Baer. 
Last month the village was paid $10 per 
ton for its paper. This month the price 
skyrocketed to $15 per ton. "We're al- 
ways dealing with supply and demand," 
said Baer, adding that the company will 
pay more when more paper is de- 
manded. 


To promote glass recycling, Don Kin- 


ncy of the Coca Cola Co. In the Chicago 
area, said the company provides signs 
that could be in stores and other build- 
ings. "We print the posters and it's up to 
the groups to distribute them," said Kin- 
ncy. The posters arc .free of charge. 


The company also offers film strips 


and ecology games for young school chil- 
dren in order to provide public educa- 
tion. "The ecology games are of the 
cause and effect type — if something is 
done, this happens," said Kinncy who 
also works with glass companies in gath- 
ering other bottles bearing other brand 
names. 


THE GAMES, particularly suited for 


children 10 years old or younger, are 
available through the soft drink com- 
pany. 


The Environmental Control Commis- 


sion is considering the possibility of 
rcinstltuting the recycling of metal cans, 
and will conduct an investigation in tho 
near future. Previous problems of recy- 
cling cans and other metal and tin prod- 
ucts amounted to total disbanding of the 
project because it was unprofitable. 


Members of the commission also 


talked of a third recycling center for the 
village or the relocation of the second 
center. Currently the members are spec- 
ulating on a site near the south end of 
Recreation Park, which might be suit- 
able because of its central location in the 
village.

Presidential power, the mechanics of 


Impeachment and the mandates of tho 
U.S. Constitution arc among topics being 
discussed In area schools In the wake of 
Iho scries of top governmental shakeups. 


Teachers say most students, particu- 


larly those In junior high and high 
school, appear to bo fairly well Informed 
on current political events, but unsure of 
their ramifications. 


Instructors arc replacing history text- 


books with newspapers In discussing 
American government. 


"This has been a great asset to social 


studios teachers," Norm Reppllngcr, di- 
vision hood for social science at Wheel- 
ing High School sold yesterday. "Many 
times what wo teach Is too dry for stu- 


dents to be interested in, but they're 
really concerned about this." 


THE 
IMPEACHMENT of Andrew 


Johnson and Thomas Jefferson's standoff 
with the U.S. Supremo Court have be- 
come popular topics of discussion as 
teachers attempt to put President Nix- 
on's actions into perspective for stu- 
dents. 


A special half-day schedule Is planned 


tomorrow at Forest View High School to 
give teachers time to talk about the is- 
sues. At other schools, teachers arc seiz- 
ing on student Interest to discuss politics. 


"I'm kind of impressed with how much 


the kids know," said Paul Jordan, head 
of the social science and foreign lan- 
guage department at Buffalo Grove High 
School. "They seem to be much more 
interested in what's happening than kids 
were a few years back."

Student reactions arc mixed to the lat- 


est governmental crisis this past week- 
end when President Nixon fired special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and sub- 
sequently dismissed Deputy Ally. Gener- 
al William Ruckelshaus. 


Most instructors feel the teenagers' 


opinions on the firings probably mirror 
those of their parents. This is especially 
true on the question of whether or not 
Nixon should be Impeached for his refus- 
al to turn over the White House tapes 
that may be relevant to the Watergate 
investigation. 


AT SEVERAL area 
high schools, 


teachers report there is very little sup- 
port for the -President. 'Polls of student 
opinion conducted in classes ranged from 
a 50-50 split on the Impeachment issue to 
the majority of those asked favoring the 
action. 


Dan Fox, an instructor at Conant High 


School In Hoffman Estates said the 
events of last weekend caused a marked 


change in opinion on the impeachment 
question. 


A few weeks ago, Fox said, only four 


or five of his students out of a class of 
about 30 favored impeachment of Nixon. 
Yesterday, 19 said they feel he should be 
ousted. 


A change in student attitude was also 


apparent at Rolling Meadows High 
School. 


Commenting on his interpretation of 


the feelings of his classmates there, se- 
nior Tom Sulla said he has seen more 
reaction to the firing of Cox than on any 
previous political issue discussed at 
school.

"More people were outwardly upset 


than they were before," Sulla said. 
"There's a feeling of disillusionment with 
the government now. I think there's 
more alienation than before." 


CYNICSM WITH American 
politics 


in general is apparently spreading 
among many students. 


Palatine High School social science de- 


partment 
chairman, Larry Peterson, 


said some of his students are beginning 
to tune out when the subject comes up. 


"Students who favor impeachment arc 


very vocal about it and the others arc 
very quiet," he said. "It's almost like 
they're pouting. They are angry it's 
being discussed and they're tired of hear- 
ing about it." 


No only cynicism but real fear is evi- 


dent in some students that the American 
form of government is no longer work- 
able. 


JOHN BARBINI, a teacher at Eisen- 


hower Junior High School in Schaum- 
burg, said students "are shaken, they 
show disbelief and they are questioning 
the while system." 


Whatever the outcome of present 


events, both students and teachers agree 
that it is exciting, if not awesome, to be 
watching history in the making. 


As one boy at Lively Junior High 


School in Elk Grove put it, "Boy, is this 
the year for social studies."

nounced Indictments yesterday, charging 
the five officials of Imperial Inventors 
International Inc. of 2250 E. Devon Av<;.. 
DCS Plaines, with IS counts of mail fraud 
each. 


Terming the company's business prac- 


tices a "rlpoff," Thompson sold the firm 
falsely told inventors their products had 
a SO-SO chance of being successfully mar- 
keted. Ho said about 3,000 Inventors 
throughout the country have fallen vic- 
tim to the schtme.

The indictments charge company offi- 


cials falsely contended Imperial was in a 
position to develop, and market In-' 
ventlons successfully because its facil- 
ities and the training and expertise' of its 
staff. 


The company officials also are accused 


of lying to customers by telling them 
they were being charged reduced fees 
because their inventions had merit and 
by contending Imperial made no profit 
'on its evaluation fees. • 


The company also falsely claimed to 


have special license agreements with 
manufacturers and lied to prospective 
customers by saying it had a "50-50" 
rate of success In marketing Inventions, 
federal officials charged. 


THE HERALD SERIES disclosed that 


the training program for new product 
cvaluators amounted to nothing more 
than a week-long course in learning a 
sales pitch. 


Inventors were asked to pay a fee, usu- 


ally $125, for the evaluations. After the 
product received a positive evaluation, 
(more than 90 per cent of all products 


were given a chance of success). Impe- 
rial tried to get inventors to pay between 
$1,200 and $1,500 for additional services. 
, Thompson said the company also 
steered inventors to Washington Patent 
Assistance, urging them to seek a patent 
for their ideas. The company charged 
nearly $600 for this service. 


DESPITE 
IMPERIAL'S contentions, 


investigators said the company has nev- 
er successfully marketed an invention. 
. The indictment also notes Imperial 
falsely told clients that manufacturers 
had demonstrated an interest in their 
products, and that their inventors would 
be'exhibited at a trade show. The in- 
dictment stated inventors -were given 
"newsletters containing ielMaudatory 
statements about Imperial." 


The Herald disclosed that the company 


newsletter contended that Imperial suc- 
cessfully 
marketed several products. 


However persons who developed 
the • 


products said Imperial bad not per- 
formed satisfactorily and they were dis- 
appointed with the company. 


The newsletter also touted the appoint- 


ment of Vincent Borsattino as the firm's 
general counsel. The Herald revealed ' 
that Borsattino had never received a law 
degree nor had he been admitted to the 
bar to practice law. 


Besides Imperial and the1 patent assis- 


tance-firm, the Indictment charges .the 
company used Imperial Youth Achieve- 
ment Association, Consolidated Surety, 
C r o w n Engineering, 
Imperial 
Dis- 


tributors, Equitable Collection Agency, 
Craig Marshall and Associates Inc., Pic 
Enterprises and R and W Enterprises in 
the swindle. These companies are sub- 
sidiaries of Imperial. 


THE INDICTMENT names another 


Imperial official Robert C. Pond as an 
unlndicted co-conspirator. Pond was ac- 
cused of taking part in the scheme, but 
will become a prosecution witness, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 


In addition to the federal criminal 


charges and the Illinois suit, the com- 
pany also Is under investigation in In- 
diana, Wisconsin and Minnesota.

President Nixon must have "something 


to hide" in the Watergate tapes he has 
refused to release, but the President 
should not be impeached, according to 
Mr. Average American, Richard John- 
son. 


Johnson, the Rolling Meadows man se- 


lected last year by computers as repre- 
sentative of the average American, said 
yesterday Mr. Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Atty. Gen. William Ruckeishaus 
and the resignation of Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson during the weekend indicate 
the tapes must reveal Information the 
President cannot afford to have made 
public. 


MR. NIXON ordered Cox fired rather 


than abide by a court order to relinquish 
the taoe recordings of White House con- 
versations bearing on. the Watergate 
matter to the special prosecutor. Rich- 
ardson resigned because of the firing and 
Ruckeishaus was dismissed when he re- 
fused to fire Cox. • 


"To me it seems that there really must 


be something in those tapes that he (the 
President) wants to hide," Johnson said. 
"First he appoints someone to do a job 
and then when he gets close to some- 


. thing, he's fired. 


"But I hope for his sake he is not im- 


peached," Johnson added. "I wouldn't 
want to see any president impeached. 
That's a very drastic action and I hope 
for his sake it doesn't come to that." 


Johnson's opinions on national, and 


particularly presidential affairs, have be- 
come public interest ever since he was 
selected as the subject of two television 
documentaries by the National Public 
Affairs Center for Television in Washing- 
ton, one dealing with the pressures of in-

flatlon on an average family, and the 
other a first-hand look at the presidential 
campaign from the eyes of a typical 
American. 


After spending one week with the 


George McGovcrn presidential campaign 
last year, Johnson revealed after the 
election that he had voted for President 
Nixon, the first Republican presidential 
candidate to win Johnson's vote in 20 
years. 


BUT FOLLOWING the Watergate reve- 


lations earlier this year, Johnson de-, 
clared he would not have voted in the 
election had he known of the illegal cam- 
paign activities beforehand. 


"I don't know if he's that confident 


that Congress won't start impeachment 
proceedings against him," Johnson said 
of the President. "But once -someone 
starts the ball rolling, that's all it takes. 


"I just can't fathom what could be in 


those tapes that would cause him to do 
this," he said of the. weekend firings. 
"There must be something very valuable 
in those tapes that he doesn't want dis- 
closed." 


Flood-control plan heard 


The Arlington Heights .Park District 


last night heard a fourth proposal for a 
flood-control facility at Pioneer Park. 
The latest proposal came from Stanley 
Consultants, an engineering firm hired 
by the village to review the Peterson En- 
gineering Co. report to control flooding in 
Arlington Heights. 


The Stanley plan calls for a three-acre 


lagoon along the western side of the 
park. The Peterson report suggested ei- 
ther a dry-bottom flood basin or an un- 
derground holding facility on the site. No- 
vak Carlson Engineering, another con- 
sulting firm, had presented plans for a 
landscaped dry-bottom flood basin. 


Kenneth Jacobson, representing Stan- 


ley, said his company "hated" using 
park land for a flood basin, but it pre- 
sented "cost-wise... the best election." 


HE SAID THE PLANS WoUld improve 


the park as a community-wide attrac- 
tion. Tentative plans suggest stocking 
the lagoon for fishing in the summer, 
and provisions for ice skating and hockey 
in the winter. 


The lagoon would have a sloping bot- 


tom with a depth ranging from four to 
eight feet. It would have sloping banks to 
cover six acres to accommodate water
